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Detailed Action 

1. The request filed on 1 1-30-00 for a Continued Prosecution Application (CPA) under 37 
CFR 1.53(d) based on parent Application No. 09/016739 is acceptable and a CPA has been 
established. An action on the CPA follows. 

2. Receipt of the IDS filed 1 1/30/00 is acknowledged. An IDS citing these reference was filed 
on 1/30/98 and again on 12/10/99. It unclear why applicant has filed a third IDS listing these 
references. Clarification is required. 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of 
carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-3, 5-11, 13-18 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

There is no basis in the original specification for the rear box section to have a rectangular 

shape. 

5. All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the parent application prior to the 
filing of this Continued Prosecution Application under 37 CFR 1.53(d) and could have been 
finally rejected on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action. Accordingly, THIS 
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ACTION IS MADE FINAL even though it is a first action after the filing under 37 
CFR 1.53(d). Applicant is reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37
